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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Arguments are not persuasive. Although the 
arguments to various embodiments of the Examples of Spainhour not supporting rejection of the claims are persuasive; the reference 
when taken as a whole anticipates all of the claimed method steps. Column 4, lines 10-27 teach conducting a polymerization reaction in 
the presence of a polar diiluent that may be a sulfolane or alcohol, the emodiments of column 5, lines 1-20 of Example I disclose adding 
water to the resulting solid polymer formed in the presence of diluent that may be alcohol and chopping to disperse the polymer, followed 
by washing with water and methanol alcohol with no intervening separation step, while remainder of Example 1 indicate that drying to 
separate organic faction containing less water after separation of the aqueous faction results. The claim does not require that monomers 
or intermediate components are washed as asseted in the arguments. The claims are broad enough to read on a mixture or disperison 
containing solid formed polymer being washed with water and alcohol. 
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
